His m ajo r field will be 
com m unity journalism , mainly b e ­ 
cause of the close connection be­ 
tw een new spapers and politics. 
Follow ed Father’s Footsteps 
Crice spent m uch of his boyhood 
in and out of the B allard County 
Courthouse at 
W ickliffe 
because 
for 18 years his father was county 
jailer, an elective office in K en­ 
tucky. 
At the age of 21, ju st a 
few years after he g raduated from 
W ickliffe high school, Crice fol­ 
lowed in his father's footsteps by 
being fleete d county jailer. 
"I was the youngest official in 
the state,” he recalled. ’ F o u r years 
later, on the basis of my e x p e n 
ence, I ran for sheriff.”
